Will Give 15000 Acres to the 
Gila Indian Reservation 
The reclamation people announce 
that 15000 acres of land will be re ¬ 
claimed on the Gila Indian Reserva¬ 
tion by pumping plants 
Engineer 
Hill on 
his return 
from the 
Gila 
reservation 
to Kelvin 
July 
30th 
was very enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects

Speaking of the government 
work he said 
We have been forced to a depth 
of sixty feet for almost every one 
of these nine wells at Sacaton 
and 
the six wells located from seven to 
nine miles south of Mesa 
With the sixty foot shafts which 
we 
have 
to construct to get 
the 
pump at water level and all other 
work 
including 
the digging of the 
well 
machinery 
and power line con- 
struction 


¬ 
they will cost 
10000 each 
That is a considerable sum of money 
to 
pay for a well 
but 
when one 
realizes 
that 
each 
well 
irrigates 
1000 acres of land the question of 
cost vanishes 
It costs a whole lot 
more than that to irrigate the land 
under the Roosevelt project 
The wells at Sacaton are all on 
the Gila 
River 
Indian Reservation 
and are for the benefit of the In- 
dians

exclusively 
They will result 
in

increased 
prosperity

these national wards who are pay ¬ 
ing every dollar of the cost without 
recourse to the white man 
and they 
will maintain the wells in the future
